Franco-Busman loan of 380.000,000 to 
China has proved to be a disagreeable 
surprise both to the government and 
to the leaden in financial circles who 
bad been relying upon official action 
to secure a large share ot the Chinese 
loan for Germany. Immediately upon 
receipt of the news of the Russian 
coup the members of a German syndi- 
cate of which the royal zehanlund is 
the head, communicated with tbe 
financial department of the govern- 
ment upon the prospects of Germany's 
securing the main indemnity loan 
•which will amount to $150,000,000 
or $200,000,000 and negotiations were 
also resumed by the syndicate with 
the London Bothschilds on the ques- 
tion of the co-operation of English 
•bankers in the scheme. The syndi- 
cate has received prompt assurance 
that the government will intervene to 
obtain for Germany a share in such 
further 
financial 
arrangements as 


•China may require. As the S8U.OOO.OOO 
now guaranteed by Russia covers only 
the indemnity to Japan for the sur- 
render of the Liao Tung peninsula 
German flanancial houses are confi- 
dent that China must have recourse to 
them to float the larger loan, which 
Russia could not guarantee nor French 
financiers supply without outeide as- 
sistance. The German syndicate with 
the approval of the government will 
therefore seek an entente with the 
English financial houses in the matter 
of the larger loan. 


In the meantime the political impor- 


tance of the Franco-Russian arange- 
ment is keenly felt, and it is probable 
that that loan will not be admitted 
into the German and English markets. 
This, at least, is the feeling of the 
syndicate, which includes in its mem- 
bership the Bleichroeders, the Na- 
tional Bank ot Germany, Behren & 
Sons, of Hamburg; Von Der Heydt & 
Co., the Dresden bank, the Schaaft- 
hausen Bank Verein and other lead- 
ing financial institutions. 


Hostile to Intervention In Turkey. 


Baron Von Saurma-Jedtsch, formerly 


German ambassador at Washington 
and now representing the empire in 
Constantinople, has lately been in Ber- 
lin and received orders to enter upon 
his new duties without delay. 


Chancellor Von Hohenlohe is keep- 


ing in touch with the government at 
Vienna in obedience to the emperdr's 
instructions, which point toward a 
cautious but independent policy, witn 
»tendency rather hostile to English 
intervention in Turkey. The chancel- 
lor has been approached by Russia 
upon the subject of a conference of 
ambassadors in regard to the Turkish 
situation, but has not yet given any 
reply.

May 33, when the opponents of free 
coinage living in the south sent dele- 
gates hear Secretary Carlisle speak, 
and to give expression to their views 
on the money question in a series of 
well-defined resolutions. The meet- 
ing of the opponents of the free coin- 
age of silver was looked upon as the 
inauguration of a strong and vigorous 
eampaiirn of education along the line 
of the delegates' views, and the Bi- 
metallic league considered it impera- 
tive to take action that would coun- 
teract the influence of its opponents. 


AU southern and western states will

THE JAPANESE VICTORIOUS. 


After De*p«rate B-«l»t«nce, Over the Forti* 


at Kaelanff. 


LONDON, June 10.—A dispatch to the 


Central News from Toklo savs that 
Admiral Viscount Kabayaraa, gover- 
nor of Formosa, reports, under date of 
[nne 5, that the imperial guards ar- 
ranged to attack Keelung on June 3. 
They met with frequent resistence en 
route. The weather and the roads were 
abominable. The field pieces had to 
>e carried by the men. The enemy 
were repulsed at Zucho, with loss of 
100 killed. The Japanese loss was 
eighteen killed and wounded. On the 
Id the Japanese advanced on Keelunjr, 
where all the forts were occupied by 
the enemy. At 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon the Japanese strongly attacked 
the south and west forts, but were met 
oy a concentrated and obstinate re- 
sistance. 


At 3 o'clock, however, the enemy 


were forced to withdraw, and they 
slowly retreated on Tai-Peh. 


Great quantities of arms, ammuni- 


tion and provisions were taken bv the 
Japanese. Thirty were persons 'killed 
imthe town of Keelung.

of the Japanese.

Cutting Salaries. 


According to one of the morning 


papers there is a disposition in aome 
quarters to make a general cut on 
salaries of city employes and city officers 
on the plea of economy. Thi« Is alwaya 
the first resort of a amall-bore statesman. 
Why this should be the rule has nfcver 
been satisfactorily explained. It is per- 
haps due to the fact that this sort of 
work will attract more attention, and 
requires no more ability to «cconiplieb 
than to vote aye and nay on a propo- 
sitiot. It requires ability to get full 
service out of city employet in1 •OJB* 
cases, and it requires special ability to 
conduct the affairs of a city as large end 
important as Decatur upon a busineia 
and economical basis, and when thtahas 
been successfully done, the public Itnows 
and cares little about it, but whetf.fome 
narrow gauge jumps on a pay roll It at- 
tracts the attention of everybody. This 


may, 
at least in a measure, account for 


the vigor with which some people attack 
salaries. 


The people of Decatur are not dis- 


pajed to be penurious with those' who 
devote their time to ita interest*: The 
people of Decatur realize the import- 
ance of the city and fully recognise, ito 
marvellous growth. Salaries ha»e not 
been raised to any appreciable extent in 


last five years, and yet we have 


grown from 
a population of 16,800 


in 1890 to over 25,000 m 1895. This 
means that the salary l;st has not kept 
pace with the growth of the city. The 
facts are that the amount expended an- 
nually for salaries in tho municip>al gov- 
ernment of Decatur is lees than that of 
any city in the state above 10,000 people. 
But such facts as these never serve to 
stop the brave march of the "cheese 
paring" politician, whose only hope of 
making R.record is by an attack on 
wages. 
, One alderman is quoted as aaymg 
he 
favored 
economy, and at least 


six thousand dollars ought to be saved 
in salaries in two 
years, and he 


U said to have added that if the fellows, 
who are in cannot work for that there 
are plenty of others wUo are willing to 
take the jobs. This sounds very fine 
and may do to work on "the pit" but 
sensible men see in it the words only of 
a demagogue. 


If there is no other way open to the 


limited abilities of such a man to econo- 
mize except in the direction of impair- 
ing the public'service by indefensible at- 
tacks on salaries he might eer\ o the peo- 
ple better by resigning himself and let 
the people have a chance of getting 
some one else to serve in his place rather 
than attempting to force other people to 
resign who are honestly serving the peo- 
ple and who are not trying to get even 
with some third party by injuring a 
second party. 


This same statesman is reported us 


saying the city is behind W5.000 which 
is untrue. It is behind $41,000, but bo- 
hind this is the growth of the city, the 
accumulation of wealth, sufficient to 
wipe it out by proper, manly and states- 
manlike economy without the necessity 
of making a grand stand play on econo- 
my by attacking salaries that aretnow 
none too high. The accumulation of 
business due to the growth of the city 
will very soon force a larger [salary list 
for the city.
